Summer Immigration Report. 


One of the most intéresting and at 
the same time one of the most impor- 
tant reports sent to the Treasury De- 
partment at Washington 1s the summer 
report of the Boston Immigration Of- 
fice. This report comprises the months 
of July, August and September. The 
officials in Boston who have charge of 
this work say that, under the circum- 
stances, it has been a very busy sum- 
mer in the immigration line. In fact, 
it was a great deal heavier than they 
expected it would be, on account of 
the cholera scare the first part of the 
season. 

Out of 7000 aliens that arrived here 
from transatlantic ports over 4000 set- 
tled in this State in the last three 
months. The majority of this number 
are of the poorer class, who have emi- 
grated for the purpose of making their 
home in this country or to join a near 
relative. 

Although Boston is the destination 
of hundreds of them, many of them go 
into the manufacturing cities like Low- 
ell, Lynn, Haverhill and other places. 

Following is the total for July, Aug- 
ust and September: Total number of 
passengers arrived, 27,443; aliens, 18,- 
563; visitors, 824; excluded, 33; cattle- 
men, 66; barred from landing The 
following table shows the number of

passengers arriving and the country 
sailed from: Ireland, 2265; England, 
2517; Sweden, 1005; Scotland, 403; 
Russia, 55; Norway, 262; Finland, 121; 
France, 13; Germany, 93, besides a 
number of passengers from different 
countries. The total number from 
transatlantic ports was 7328,—Journal. 


Free Coinage at Twenty to One is Safe. 


After the necessity of vsing silver as 
money is admitted, there does come in 
a perplexing question as to how it can 
be safely done in the absence of an in- 
ternational agreement. Such an agree- 
ment would no doubt be a very con- 
venient thing, but at present not a 
probable one, The power of plutoc- 
racy is too strong in Germany and Eng- 
land to make it possible for many years 
tocome. The only use of monetary 
conferences hitherto has been to post- 
pone action. When the advocates of 
silver become specially insistent, the 
gold monometallists straightway pro- 
pose an international conference, which 
operates as a sort of cold storager of 
The present Congress 
seems to be full of avowed bimetallists, 
but their bimetallism isa beautiful ideal 


silver schemes. 


in the dim distant future. For the 
present they are voting with the gold- 
bugs. 

It is in the power of the United 
States to work out its own salvation in 
this matter without the help of other 
nations. Perhaps it would not be safe 
to declare for free coinage at the old 
ratio of 16 to 1. At the present time 
the market value of silver is 73 cents 
an ounce, while its coining value is 
$1.20. A free-coinage law at the old 


ratio would be equivalent to an attempt 
on the part of the United States to raise 
unaided the price of all the silver in 
the world from 73 cents to $1.29 per 
ounce in gold. We are a great people, 
but hardly equal to such an undertak- 
ing as this. It is quite safe to say that 
we would yet more silver than we 
wanted, and that we could not main- 
tain it on a parity with gold, 

But the power and influence of the 
United States is great enough to raise 
and maintain the price of silver ata 
point far above its present abnormally 
low price. This point should be dis- 
covered, and our mints opened to its 
free coinage at [whatever ratto that 
would be. I believe that a free-coin- 
age law in the United States at thefratio 
of 20 to 1 would be an entirely safe 
measure, and that it would absolutely 
fix the price of silver the world over at 
not less than $1.03 an ounce in gold. 
Nor would we get more silver than we 
wanted, for confidence in the white 
metal would be so restored thereby 
that it would again be in demand in

The Local Newspaper. 


How many men would live in a State 
that had no newspapers? How many 
of our readers would like a county that 
had none? And what would a town 
of five thousand people do without 
one? No one will deny that news- 
papers are a good thing for the coun- 
try, an advantage to a community and 
a benefit to every citizen of that com- 
munity. 

Yet how many people are there in 
this, as well as in every section, who 
refuse to support the local paper from 
which they must admit they derive 
these benefits? A newspaper is not by 
any means an object of charity, but 
every man who gets a portion of the 
general good resulting from the local 
publication without in any way recip- 
rocating, is himself an object of charity. 

The dull may ask, In wht way does 
the local organ benefit me? It tells the 
world where you live, the resources of 
your locality, it invites capital to come 
and develop those resources, and by 
constantly picturing out the advantages 
of the region, induces others to locate 
there and raises the value of your 
land. 

If you are a merchant it helps your 
business by bringing people round you, 
it tells those people where you are and 
what you have for sale, it pleads with 
them to patronize you instead of going 
to the city, and shows them that you 
have just the thing they want, and 
that your prices are Detter, if anything, 
than those of the larger place, Of 
course you may hold aloof, and slyly 
take advantage of your neighbor’s en- 
terprise in supporting the home paper, 
but your conduct is like that of the boy 
who slips into a circus under a man’s 
coat tails.—Logan (Utah) Journal.

Obituary. 


CHARLES 8. PARKER. 

Again death has visited Andover’s cir- 
cle of business men and taken away one 
both well known and respected. Charles 
S. Parker died at his home on Elm Street 
Monday afternoon, after an illness of sev- 
eral weeks, of heart disease. For a‘much 
longer time than that his health had 
been poor, but. it was only. about two 
months ago that he was. obliged to give 
up his business. 

Mr. Parker was a son of Carleton Par- 
ker and was born in this town 67 years 
ago. He early learned the trade of a 
painter, afterwards being in the carriage 
painting business and also for several 
years in charge of the painting at the 
Boston & Maine railroad machine shops. 
About seventeen years ago he purchased 
from James Crabtree the undertaking 
business in this town, which he car- 
ried on successfully up to last August. 

Mr. Parker’s public career dates back 

to 1878, when he was elected chairman of 
the Board of Selectmen. He was also re- 
elected ip 1879. In 1884 he was again 
urged to run for the same position, and 
though he was a democrat and the repub- 
licans had a candidate, he was successful 
and held the chairmanship of the board 
until 1888. He has also attended to the 
office of superintendent of Spring Grove 
cemetery and in this position, as in the 
office of Selectman, he gave eminent sat- 
isfaction. : 
- Inthe death of Mr. Parker the town 
loses a valued and honored citizen, one 
who seldom spoke ill of anybody, whose 
dealings were always honest and upright, 
and whose deeds of kindness and benevo- 
lence were many, though not ostenta- 
tious. As a public official Mr. Parker 
displayed many sterling qualities, of 
which integrity and justice to all were 
the most conspicuous, and it was these 
qualities that led the people to hold him 
in.such esteem. Mr. Parker leaves one 
daughter, who has the sympathy of the 
community in her great loss.. The funeral 
services, which were private, were held 
at the house yesterday afternoon, Rev. 
F. A. Wilson of the Free Church officiat- 
ing. The remains were interred at the 
South Cemetery. 


J. G. CALLAHAN. 


J. G. Callahan, a brother of the late 
Robert Callahan of this’ town, died re- 
cently in Duluth, Minn., of enlargement 
of the heart.. He wasbornin this town 
seventy. years ago and was a clerk in Dea.

He 
moved West in the fifties and became 
general manager in the Eau Claire Lum- 
ber Company; ‘serving in this position 
until 1882, Then he became land com- 
missionér’of thé St.Paul & Duluth R.R., 
and afterwards purchasing agent for the 
Duluth & Winnipeg R.R., which position 
he held at the time of his death.

DIED OCTOBER SEVENTH. 


Flowers, pictures, children, and a glow 
of sunshine come into the background as 
accessories to every conception of ‘‘dear 
Mrs, Park,’’ as she was most often called 
by her many friends. Through a long 
series of eighty-one years, she was em- 
phatically alive, and in sensitive touch 
with nature and with humanity. In the 
high ‘position to which she was called, 
she was the intelligent, wise counsellor 
of ber husband and a gracious hostess, 
extending, through a period of fifty-seven 
years, large hospitality to friends, includ- 
ing distinguished guests from many 
lands. Aithough mostly dependent upon 
a reader, she found ample time for books; 
the amount of reading accomplished in 
the one morning. hour, which she and 
her friend Mrs. Buck daily spent to- 
gether for years, is almost incredible. 

Nature, to her, was an open book; her 
garden not only gratified her exquisite 
sense of grace in form, and harmony in 
color, but her flowers were her friends, 
with whose history and habits and needs 
she was familiar. In her frequent drives, 
she planned to greet the in-coming sea- 
son; to meet the procession of wild flow- 
ers and to welcome the birds upon their 
arrival; she well knew their haunts and 
used often to delay in order to catch the 
note of some shy bird and was not dis- 
appointed, 

Above all, dear Mrs. Park had 

——‘“‘a heart at leisure from itself 

To soothe and sympathise.” 
Her kindness invited the confidence of 
others, and she entered into their lives 
and shared their anticipations and pres- 
ent joys and helped them to avert, or to 


bear, their burdens. She was constantly |* 


stretching out her hand to the poor, a d 
reaching forth her bands,—both hands,— 
to that much larger class—the needy; 
she sent flowers to the shutin, and eut 
out pictures in great quantities for chil- 
dren in hospitals. Such graces of spirit 
necessarily outshine: though she wist 
not that her face shune, the beauty of 
the Lord our God was upon her. Young 
ladies of the Academy used often to ex- 
claim: ‘I saw the most beautiful lady in 
a carriage, at the door;she had white 


curls and Jovely blue eyes, and such a 


kind ‘ace!’ They were eager for er-

sionary to China, said that ‘she was.

norance and sin, emptiness of mind ead 
hopelessness of spirit,so write themselves 
upon the features, that the old face is 
absolutely hideous; she spoke of the 
likeness of Mrs. Park as a revelation 
which brought glad tidings of the possi- 
ble effect of years in the enrichment of 
character and the glorification of the 
face. 

A backward look into the-home of Mrs 
Park’s girlhood, so secluded, and yet “ 
related to the highest intellectual and 
social life and to the most varied phases. 
of primeval nature, furnishes the key to. 
the symmetrical character which 
adorned society in Andover, 

Ann Maria Edwards, the eighth child 
of Col, William Edwards and Rebecca: 
Tappan, was born April 22, 1812, in 
Northampton, Mass. She came of dis. 
tinguished lineage, for her great grand- 
father was Jonathan Edwards and her 
mother’s grandmother was a sister of 
Benjamin Franklin. When the child was. 
five years old, her father’s business called 
him to Hunter, New York, where he pur- 
chased twelve hundred acres of land upon 
&@ mountain covered with a dense hem- 
lock forest. Here, in the midst of the 
scenery of the Catskills and the Hudson 
she passed her childhood ‘and her girl. 
hood. She was not lonely, for Nature 
was her familiar friend; 

“Hand in hand with her she walked, 
Face to face with her she talked,” 

She was not lonely, for she was the 
eighth child in a family of eleven chil- 
dren; they were society to each other; 
the older brothers who were in business 
in New York, often came home, bringing 
news of the great metropolis and leaving 
reading for the family. A great roriance 
came into the mountain home when the 
daughter Rebecca was married to Mr. 
Benjamin Curtis in Paris and General 
Lafayette gave the bride away. 

When Ann Maria Edwards was thirteen 
years old, she was sent to New Haven to 
aschool under the care of Mrs, Birch; 
the following year she studied in North- 
ampton in Miss Dwight’s school, and at 
fifteen she was entered at Miss Cather- 
ine Beecher’s school in Hartford’: she 
often spoke of the superior instruction 
which Miss Beecher gave and also of that 
received from Miss Harriet Beecher, 
afterward Mrs. Stowe, who taught com- 
position; but the richest blessing which 
came to the young girl there, was through 
Miss Strong who led her to Christ. Miss 
Edwards was married to Rev. Edwards 
A. Park in 1836. He had then lately been 
called froma professorship at Athherst 
College to the chair of Sacred Rhetoric 
in Andover Theological Seminary. They 
were both young—the wife was twenty- 
four and the professor was three years 
older—when they established themselves 
in the house which was ever after their 
residence, a home into which the years 
have gathered books and pictures and 
rare souvenirs of travel, and have borne 
constant witness to gracious hospitality 
and charity. 

Through recent long months of confine- 
ment to her bed, Mrs. Park was so con- 
stantly in touch with active life, both in 
its inner and its outer circles, that it was 
difficult for. those who were with her to 
believe that she was drifting towards 
the bar, but she knew it, and spoke 
calmly and sweetly of the things which 
were to be, both as concerned herself 
and her family. The ministry of the 
only daughter to her mother was one of 
most tender devotion. The only son, 
Rev. W. E. Park, constantly gave cheer 
and strength by his frequent letters and 
visits. Who shall presume to enter into 
the secret chambers for more than fifty- 
six years flooded by a great light and 
now so darkened because the wife has 
departed! ‘The glory which thou gavest 
me, I have given them,”’ 

Surely from this heavenly radiance 
must float back tokens of her abiding 
presence in the heart which has sv long 
safely trusted in her. P. McK.

UNCLE SAM’S MAILBAGS. 


When Worn Out, They Just Begin to Be | 
Really of Service. 
To see the government economically 
administered, go where they mend mail- 
bags.

Marks the Life of the Toiling Thousand: 
of the East Side of the Great Metropolis. 
Music, Songs and Dances. 


The memory of a Saturday night in 
the City of the Dockers is like the recol- 
lection of a troubled dream, for on this 
last night of the week the great, hot 
streets are filled with the pentup life of 
600,000 houses (one cannot call them 
homes), and all the varied phases of this 
hand to hand struggle for existence ap- 
pear. The docker is prodigal of his few 
shillings on Saturday night, the maxi- 
mum of his liberality being shown 
most often in the public house and on 
the catch penny street conjurer, while 
the minimum is apparent at the stalls of 
the grocer and butcher. But men, wom- 
en and children are out on the streets, 
and, whatever else it be, Saturday night 
is something of a break in the fearful 
dreariness that marks the life of the east 
London toiling thousands. 

The people love music. Their inter- 
pretation of music is rather rough and 
loud. The bass drum of every band that 
parades in a labor demonstration of a 
Sunday gets terribly punished before the 
day is over, but it commands a great fol- 
lowing, and on Saturday night the street 
musicians and singers easily gather their 
crowds and reap an abundant harvest. 
The barrel organ is found everywhere, 
and wherever it is rattling out the popu- 
lar ‘‘Daisy” or ‘‘The Man Who Broke 
the Bank at Monte Carlo” the sidewalks 
will be crowded, while two or three 
couples of little girls dance on the flag- 
stones. 

Nearly every girl of 8 can dance, many 
of them have already appeared in public 
at the cheap concert halls, and as one 
watches them, hatless, dirty, but with 
faces beaming with delight, he does not 
know whether to be glad of their joy or 
to pity their hollow present and hopeless 
future the more. Often a part in these 
street dances will be taken by the older 
girls, factory girls, as they are all called 
in east London, who are out in crowds 
on Saturday night. They are an un- 
tamed, fantastic lot. All wear enormous 
hats, adorned with feathers, and train 
their hair about the forehead by curling 
it forward quite fiercely. They are in- 
tensely loyal to the customs and tradi- 
tions of their own ‘‘set,” and forced as 
they are to subsist on an income of 6 to 
Sshillings per week they are a vexing 
problem to the east London philanthro- 
pist and reformer. 

Besides the barrel organs, there are 
violins, accordions and any number of 
soloists unaccompanied by an instru- 
ment. Blind women, old men and the 
poor wrecks of this awful struggle for 
existence here stand at the curbstone 
and in weak, thin voices sing their songs. 
The restless crowd moves on, save when 
some one more curious or more kindly 
than the rest stands near to look or lis- 
ten. A bent woman, whose thin shawl 
was thrown over her shoulders, was 
feebly singing some old song in the 
midst of the jostling throng around a 
public house. I sawa strong young girl 
of 14 come kindly toward her, drop a 
penny in the little box held by the feeble 
hand and thew hurry away out of sight. 
Happy will the strong young lass be if 
the swirl of the turbid stream of east 
London life does not bring her some time 
to the place of the curbstone singer. In- 
deed there is no place that I have ever 
Seen where mirth and pathos, vice and 
virtue, meet and mingle as on these 
streets in a night like this. 

One sees very little begging. Thereis 
not much street begging anyway— 
there’s no use begging; the people are 
too poor. The mendicant flees: Canning 
town for the wealthier residential quar- 
ters. Of course the children beset one. 
The sidewalk artist is sometimes found, 
but the most common form of appeal is 
from the ragged little fellows who turn 
handsprings or stand on their heads for 
you. They really do their athletics 
very nicely, and there is something so 
appealing and ‘old mannish” in their 
looks that it is hard to resist them. I 
was hurrying through the crowds in 
Victoria docks one night about 10 when 
a boy of 7 came out and ran beside me, 
relating some sort of verse, I thought. 
Three repetitions made it clear: 

Ha’p’ny won't ‘wit yer, 
Penny won't break yer, 
Tu’p’nce won't send yer t’ the work’us, 


He was evidently working on a ‘‘grad- 
uated scale of benevolence adapted to 
the abilities of the donor.” I believe by 
the emphasis laid on the last item that 
he estimated me from my gold bowed 
spectacles at tu’pence. 

The barrows of east London delicacies 
abound in the streets where marketing 
goes on. The woman who gells cold 
pickled pigs’ feet is in fair demand. The 
man who retails shrimps at a penny a 
bag gets a good trade, but the couple 
who preside at the barrow filled with 
“‘cockles and winkles” have their hands 
full. The delectable mollusks are dis- 
played on little dishes as large as ‘‘indi- 
vidual butters,” with a bit of garnishing 
of parsley, and are eaten with vinegar on 
the spot. 

These barrows are found especially at 
the entrance of Victoria Docks road, a 
great marketing place in Canning town 
on Saturday night. Clothing (very cheap 
and shoddy and called ‘‘slops”), little 
tools for household use, cheap laces, fil- 
berts, ‘‘red bandanna” handkerchiefs 
and horn combs are some of the many 
articles sold from barrows in the street, 
outside the regular shops for meat, fruit 
and fish. On the whole, trade is carried 
on with great briskness, but more qui- 
etly than in market streets at home. 
The butchers are the most noisy. They 
delight in wearing tall hats and scream- 
ing odd calls at the full of their lungs. 
A penny is the standard unit here in 
Canning town. The buyers are poor, 
and everything that can be called ata 
penny is. A common cry is: 

A penny a pun, @ pun a penny, 
at the barrows, where a pound of any- 
thing can be sold at this low rate.— 
Hartford Courant. : 


new mailbag is stiff, unyielding. When 
it has knocked about the world, had the 
starch taken out of it and its weak 
places discovered, it grows pliable, gives 
when it can’t force its way and is now 
prepared to do business successfully. 
Like a human being, the mailbag has 
had its experience. The most active 
mailbags new in the|service have scarce- 
ly a hand’s breadth of the original fabric. 

The ordinary jute mailbag is mended 
by women. This is one of the now few 
branches of the public service outside of 
the civil service rules. The women who 
mend mailbags are appointed by con- 
gressmen or public officers in the old 
way.’ A more democratic gathering can- 
not be found ‘n Washington. It is dirty 
if not difficult work, In the numbers of 
women clad in their worst clothes, their 
heads hidden in paper fools’ caps with 
long curtains, their hands guarded by 
leather bands and at work on sewing 80 
rude that it seems like a travesty on the 
gentle art of the needle, it is difficult to 
detect from one another the delicately 
nurtured woman, the sturdy foreigner 
and the negro, Theyare all there work- 
ing in perfect amity. 

Each woman sits on a low chair, She 
has exchanged her street dress for her 
working clothes in the commodious 


‘dressing room. She receives every morn- 


ing a mailbag holding 10 bags. Five 
of these are comparatively good; five 
aremore or less bad. Itis a mild sort 
of lottery, which these women experi- 
ence twice or three times a day, and the 
element of chance is not the less excit- 


ing though it lie in the depths of a dirty 
mailbag. 

Bad or good the women are paid 3} 
cents a bag. For the woman who ¢an- 
not earn at least $1.07 a day there is no 
place in this room, They earn on an 
average about $1.80 a day, and some 
women exceed this amount. Each wo- 
man works with a darning needle and 
twine thread. Her first acquirement is 
the sailor’s stitch, With this she can 
patch, darn or embroider. When she 
has finished the bags, they are carried to 
a central table, where on a_ bulletin 
board her name is scheduled. There her 
work is exaniined by one of three men 
and checked off accordingly. 

Not all sew. Some string the bags at 
the neck and put on the tags and locks, 
One of these is a blind negress. She has 
not seen since achild, but she works 
rapidly and deftly while she tells with 
pride how she can embroider and sew 
at-home. 


These womeu from such varied walks 
in life work together in perfect accord. 
When to the foreman the dusty air and 
unsightly work seem to have depressed 
the workers, he suggests to some one, 
generally a colored woman, to start up 
some music. The waye of sound gath- 
ers until the whole room has joined in. 
It is usually a hymn, for hymns come 
most easily to women’s lips. 

The government is a kind taskmaster. 
The room is finely lighted and venti- 
lated. The washrooms are abundantly 
and finely equipped with marble mount- 
ed stationary stands. At noon a tea and 
coffee bureau is opened, and the workers 
have all the tea and coffee they desire at 
the expense of their country. Washing- 
ton working hours are easy. Vacations 
of a month are given, and certain sick 
leaves are provided for. The sweat- 
shops of the government, where the new 
mailbags are made by contract, are in 
this city.—New York Sun. 


A Perugian Superstition. 

The girls of the Perugian highlands 
believe as firmly as any heroine of The- 
ocritus that a person possessing a lock 
of another person’s hair can will pain, 
disease and even death to the owner 
of the hair, and thus when maidens give 
their betrothed lovers the customary 
plaited tress it is virtually their life and 
all their power of suffering that they 


give into those trusted hands, 

If the man should prove unfaithful 
and disease descend upon the unhappy 
woman, she is not, however, utterly lost, 
the experienced matrons of her village 
have means to transfer the complaint to 
a tree, to an animal or to castit into 
running water. The patient must rise 
in the early dawn, touch a certain plant 
in a certain manner, saying, ‘‘May thou 
wither and I flourish again,” or bind her 
complaint toa tree ina given fashion, 
taking care never to pass again before 
that tree lest the disease, recognizing its 
former possession, return to her again.— 
London Atheneum,

exceed those from hydrophobia, but Pas- 
teur institutes spring up like mushrooms 
in every country, while the deaths of 
the victims of poisoning by the cream 
are passed over in silence.

The case was made in the form of a 
chariot, in which was seated the figure 
of awoman. This figure was of pure 
ivory and gold and sat with her right 
hand resting upon a tiny clock fastened 
to the side of the vehicle. A part of the 
wheels which kept track of the flight of 
time were hidden in the body of a tiny 
bird, which had seemingly just alighted 
upon the lady’s finger. 

Above was a canopy so arranged as to 
conceal a silver bell. This bell was fit- 
ted with a miniature hammer of the 
same metal, and although it appeared to 
have no connection with the elock regu- 
larly struck the hours and could be 
made to repeat by touching a diamond 
button on the lady's bodice. In:the char- 
iot at the ivory lady’s feet there was a 
golden figure of a dog, and above and in 
front were two birds apparently flying 
before the chariot. This beautiful orna- 
ment was made almost entirely of gold 
and was elaborately decorated with pre- 
cious stones.—St. Louis Republic. 

High Explosives. 

There are certain explosives of high 
power which, when heated, burn quietly 
if freely exposed, or if confined explode 
only at the spot where heat is applied 
withont the whole mass taking part in 
the explosion. Nitroglycerol, dynamite, 
gun cotton, picric acid and the new 
German military powder are examples. 
This is said to be because they are bad 
conductors of their own explosive wave. 
If, however, the same substances are 
subjected to a violent shock by the ex- 
plosion in their midst of initial charges 
of mercury fulminate, the shock seems 
to affect all the molecules of the explo- 
sive at once, and the whole mass of the 
latter explodes with enormous violence. 
—New York Sun. 


The Pearl Oyster. 

Very few people are aware that the 
pearl oyster is not in any way like the 
oysters which we eat. It is of an entire- 
ly different species, and as a matter of 
fact the shells of the so called pearl oys- 
ters are of far more value to those en- 
gaged in pearl fishing than the pearls, 
There are extensive pear] fisheries in the 
gulf of California, and some of the finest 
pearls have been taken from those wa- 
ters. In 1881 one pearl—a black one— 
was sold for $10,000, and every year 
since that time many pearls have been 
taken from the beds in the California 
gulf valued at over $7,500 each,—Chica- 
go Herald.

They Refused to Submit to a General 
| cCutdown—Intense Excitement Prevails 
In Providence and Vicinity. 


PROVIDENCE, Oct. 10.—Throughout the 
state the excitement attending the gigan- 
tic strike of mill operatives, started in 
this city and in Olneyville yesterday is 
high, and as new schedules of salary wera 
posted in about every cotton and woolen 
mill yesterday itis more than probable 
than within 24 hours the weavers’ strike 
will become general. 

Between 6000 and 7000 hands are thrown 
out of work, making the largest and most 
serious strike that has ever occurred in the 
state. The operatives are in no condition 
(to stand a long strike, and grave results 
‘are feared. 

) [his district contains the big woolen 
tmanufacturing concerns of the Provi- 
dence worsted mills, the Saxon mills, the 
Wey bosset and the Riverside mills, which 
employ upward of 6000 hands. Buta few 
days ago, at a meeting of the woolen mill 
owners of the state, it was voted to re- 
\duce the schedule of prices paid to mill 
operatives, 

. The schedule was arranged last week, 
and it was given out that it would be put 
into effect Oct. 16. The claim of the 
‘manufacturers was that the operatives of 
the woolen mills of the state since the 
general strike that occurred at the River- 
side mills some time ago, were receiving 
fmore pay than that given to woolen mill 
operatives in other sections of New Eng- 
land. It was made known that the opera- 
itives were to be cut from 10 to.z0 per cent, 
the heaviest reduction being made in the 
‘weavers’ pay, aud but few of the mill em- 
‘ployes escaped the cut. 

\ When the mills were started yesterday 
morning it began to be rumored about 
that the new scale of prices was to go into 
effect. Half an hour later the wildest ex- 
citement prevailed. At the Saxon mills, 
where the first notice was posted, it was 
promptly decided not to accept the cut, 
andthe weavers left their looms, which 
necessitated the shutting down of the 
amills.

Rumors Proved True. 

At 9:30 o’clock all the factories were de- 
serted and the doors closed. Between 
6000 and 7000 people were thus thrown 6ut 
of work. : 

, The streets in the strike district present 
an unusual scene, mill operatives being 
found on all coraers, hotly discussing and 
loudly condemning the course taken by 
the manufacturers, and the police are 
kept busy maintaining order. Extra 
guards have been sent toall the mills. 
There has ag yet been no trouble of any 
note, although at any moment the police 
fear an outbreak, 

| Fully 10,000 persons assembled on the 
Merino flats yesterday afternoon, that be- 
ing the place selected for the holding of 
the mass meeting of the strikers, and 
when it was announced that the weavers 
of the Geneva worsted mills had quit 
their looms three rousing cueers went up. 

Three weeks ago, after a shutdown, 
these mills were started up at a reduction 
in wages of from 10 to 25 per cent. Five 
days a week were run on this schedule. 
Yesterday asecond cut was posted of 25 
‘per cent. The weavers and other opera- 
tives who went out from the Geneva mills 
were warmly welcomed at the mass meet- 
ing. : 

It was also made known at the meeting 
that at the Nicholson file works, where 
more than 500 are employed, a notice had 
(been posted Saturday tothe effect that the 
orkshops would shut down, and that 
‘when they started again there would be a 
reduction of salaries. The pay of the job- 
jbers atthe file works is now $2 a day, and 
jthe men say they will not stand a cut, 
; The mass meeting was an enthusiastic 
lone throughout. It lasted three hours, 
jand the labor champions were loudly ap- 
plauded, while any reference to the mill 
owners met with showers of hisses,

A Wonderful Vittle Machine That Took | when he saw an iceman delivering his com- 


Hundreds of Years to Perfect. 

Qpen your watch and look at the little 
wheels, springs and screws, each an in- 
dispensable part of the whole wonderful 
machine, Notice the busy little balance 


wheel as it flies to and fro unceasingly;- | 


day and night; year in and year out, 
This wonderful little machine is the re- 
sult of hundreds of years of study anid 
experiment. The watch carried by the 
average man is compgsed of 98 pieces, 
and its manufacture embraces more than 
2,000 distinct and separate operations. 

Some of the smallest screws are so 

minute that the unaided eye cannot dis- 
tinguish them from steel filings or specks 
of dirt. Under a powerful magnifying 
glass’a perfect screw is revealed, The 
‘slit in the head is 2-1,000 of an inch 
wide. It takes 808,000 of these screws 
to weigh a pound, and a pound is worth 
$1,585. The hairspring is a strip of the 
finest steel, about 9} inches long and 
1-100 ineh wide and 27-10,000 inch thick. 
It is coiled up in spiral form and finely 
tempered. 

The process of tempering these springs 
was long held as a secret by the few for- 
tunate ones possessing it and even now 
is not generally known, Their manu- 
facture requires great skill and care. 
The strip is gauged to 20-1,000 of an 
inch, but no measuring instrument has 
yet been devised capable of’ fine enough 
gauging to determine beforehand by the 
size of the strip what the strength of the 
finished spring will be. A 1-20,000 part 
of an inch difference in thickness of the 
strip makes a difference in the running 
of a watch of about six minutes per 
hour, 

The value of these springs when fin- 
ished and placed in watches is enormous 
in proportion to the material from which 
they are made. A comparison will give 


a good idea. A ton of steel made up. 


into hairsprings when in watches is 
worth more than 124 times the value of 


the same weight in gold. Hairspring . 


wire weighs 1-20 of a grain to the inch, 
One mile of wire weighs less than half 
a pound. 

The balance gives five vibrations ev- 
ery second, 300 every minute, 18,000 ev- 
ery hour, 482,000 every day, and 157,- 
680,000 every year. At each vibration it 
rotates about 1} times, which makes 
197,100,000 every year. In order that 
we may better understand the stupen- 
dous amount of labor performed by these 
tiny works, let us make a comparison. 

Take, for instance, a locomotive with 
6 foot driving wheels. Let its wheels 
be run until they have given fhe same 
number of revolutions that a watch does 
in one year, and they will have covered 
a distance equal to 28 complete circuits 
of the earth. All this a watch does 
without other attention than winding 


| once every 24 hours.—Locomotive Engi- 


neer. 


Effect of Lightning on the Body. 
In describing the recent death of a 
boy by lightning a dispatch stated that 


| an accurate picture of trees and foliage 


in the vicinity of the accident was made 
on the boy’s body, which phenomenon 
was supposed to have been produced by 
the lightning in a manner similar to 
that of making pictures or photography. 

This, however, is not correct. While 
such marks are observable occasionally 
on the bodies of persons killed they bear 
no relation whatever to foliage of sur- 


| rounding trees, although they bear a cer- 


tain resemblance to those objects. There 
is really no photographing of the image 
of the trees on the body, That the ac- 
tual cause is quite different can be proved 
by experiment in the laboratory. When 
electricity is discharged at high tension, 
as lightning is, on the surface of a body 
having a poor conducting power, a lu- 
minous arborescent image is formed, 
showing the path of one or more of the 
sparks resulting from the discharge. 
This was most beautifully shown in 
the experiments carried out with high 
tension currents in London by Swin- 
burne. The current would exhibit scat- 
tered lines of light that would develop 
into most exquisite tracery and take the 
form of plants or trees, The theory of 
this phenomenon is that the irregular 
courses taken by the spark may be due 
to the compression of air in the path of 
the discharge, or to superior conductiv- 
ity of some parts of the surface of the 
body.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.
